Debate on Riley Resolution Again

For the first time this session the 
jegistature reached the commigth 
of the whole stage this afternoon, 
the house going into committee of 
the whole on the Mines Act and the 
act respecting small drainage schemes 
Hon. C. R. Mitchell, minister of pub- 
lic “works, has charge of both mea- 
sures. Not much progress was made 
with the Mines Act. Charles O'Brien 
member for Rocky Mountain, stated 
that he would have some amendments 
to propose and he asked that a num- 
ber of clauses be allowed to stand 
over until he had had an opportunity 
of consulting with President Stubbs, 
of the Mine Workers of Alberta, and 
other union officials who will be in 
the capital today. The Small Ditches 
Act which was read a second time, 
is designed to take care of small 
drainage matters which are not tak- 
en care of by the main drainage act 
already in force. 

The opposition were not prepared 
to go on with the discussion of the 
motion introduced into the house by 
Harold Riley on Monday to the ef- 
fect that the legislation exempting 
from taxation railways |guaranteed 
by the province, be repealed, and T. 
M. Tweedie, who had stated that he 
desired to move an amendment ex- 
cluding from the effect uf the motion 
those railway companies which had 
already entered into contracts with 
the province on the ground of ex- 
empting legislation, had not his 
amendment drafted. The Liberal 
members showed a disinclination to 


further adjourn the debate, without 

having the amendment before the 

house, tut it was agrecd that Mr. 

Tweedie be given further time for 

preparing “his amendment: ve 
New Village Acr, 

Hon. Charles Stewart movea the 


second :eading of the Vilage Act. He 
remarked that the chauges as com- 
pared with the old village act gave 
the villages increased borrowing 
powers and increased powers gener- 
ally. Under the old village act vil- 
lages wete only empowered to bor- 
row up to the sum of $4,000. The 
new act gave them power to ,borrow 
up to the full ten per cent, of their 


assessinent. Lhe methods in which 
the money borrowed could be ex- 
pended were fairly well defined in 


the act. The tax rate limit was fixed 
at twenty mills. A uniform rate for 
school purpeses would be establish- 
ed beiween the Town's Act, Pural 
Municipalities (Act and the Village 
Act. Amendments would be made to 
the Towns Act to cover some of the 
points which it was desirable should 
undergo some alteration,

Director of B.C, Fruit Growers’ As- 
sociation Says That Fruit Raising 
in Coast Province is Now in Peril- 
ous Condition,

Ottawa, Fob. 25.—-That the duty on 
American apples be increased from 
thirteen to twenty-five cents a ox 
and that the Fruit Marks Act be en- 
forced against them as rigorously and 
effectively as it is enforced against the 
Canadian apples, was a recommenda- 
tion made to the committee on agri- 
culture today by W. S. Foggo, a direc- 
tor and member of the executive com- 
mittee of the British Columbia Fruit 
Growers’ Association “We have in 
our province all the elements of a 
crisis at the present time," said Mr. 
Foggo, ‘and unless we get assistance 
fruit growing in British Columbia is 
in a perilous state.” 

The planting of orchards, he said, 
took place largely from 1905 to 1910, 
the settlement resulting from publicity 
given by the governments. On a 
conservative estimate there had been 
an investment made of over thirty 
million dollars and only now were the 
orchards beginning to produce. Thus 
far, the growers had been living on 
their capital and it had been a severe 
struggle for most of them, 
the first year when there was a crop 
to dispose of in the general markets,
